r CHICAGO, June 13,- C o l­ 
onel Roosevelt scored the first 
big committee victory this af­ 
ternoon when his eight dele- 
gates-at-large from Missouri 
were seated, The expected bit­ 
terness in the Missouri contest 
did not develop, but it was the] 
most peaceful session since 
the fight began. The Taftitesl 
for -tbe first time showed a 
willingness to go to fhe'BWT&m 
of the contest, Penrose, the 
most rabid Taftite, moved to 
seat the Roosevelt delegates, 


The keenest Interest of the day cen­ 
tered In the 'Missouri 
hearings 
in 
which fourteen delegates were WiVftlv- 
ed. It was expected to be the hottest 
yet. Governor Hadley led the Boose- 
velters and Joseph Black the Taft- 
ites. Other Roosevelters 
leading 
in 
the fight were Heney, Borah, Kellogg, 
Lyon and Governor Stubbs. 
Six attorneys appeared on each side 
In the Missouri argument. The Taft- 
ites spoke first. They accused Gov­ 
ernor Hadley of Missouri of using the 
State militia and the police to pre­ 
vent the 8tate Central committee from 
seating delegates. They insisted that 
Governor Hadley had 
promised 
to 
split the state delegation-at-large and 
then had elected six Roosevelters and 
two Taftites. The Taftltes then re­ 
signed and tw o'more Roosevelt dele­ 
gates were named after which Gover­ 
nor Hadley adjourned the convention. 
Governor 
Hadley 
defended 
the 
Roosevelt delegates. He denied that 
he was a party to the agreement to 
split the delegation-at-large. He pre­ 
sented many affidavits to that effect.

I THE GALIVAN SWITCH 


Youngsters, Aged IO and 12, Wanted to 
See the Train Run up Steep Grade— 
Their Foolish Prank Came Near 
Causing Disastrous Wreck 


Ralph Buster, aged 12, and William 
Pesterfleld, aged IO, of El Toro broke 
off the lock and turned the switch of 
the Galivan siding that came near 
wrecking a north-bound Santa Fe pas­ 
senger train about 6 o'clock on the 
afternoon of June 2. 
This was 
the 
first 
information 
brought to the ctystrict attorney’s of­ 
fice this morning’by C. E. Rotherhoe- 
fer, special agent and detective of the 
Santa Fe. Complaints were sworn to 
by him in the Juvenile Court charging 
the two boys with turning the switch, 
and they are to be brought into court 
to face Judge West. 
On the afternoon of June 2 the San­ 
ta Fe passenger train approached the 
siding at a high rate of speed. When 
the engineer saw that the switch had 
been turned, and that the train was 
leaving the main track he threw on 
the air full force and slid the wheels. 
It so happened that in the construc­ 
tion of the siding, the earth had not 
been well packed, and the inside rail 
dropped almost a foot lower than the 
outside rail. That and the fact that 
the wheels were made to slide kept 
the engine from over-turning, in which 
event trainmen might have been kill­ 
ed. As it was the train was brought 
to a sudden stop with no great dam­ 
age done except the breaking of the 
detailer. 
Examination showed that the lock 
had been broken from the switch and 
had been thrown away. There w’as 


some talk that the act was committed 
by I. W. W.’s who were in the vicin- j 
ity, but there were few if any who j 
had faith in that story. 
Rothenboefer was put on the Job j 
by the Santa Fe, and the result o f 1 
his investigation was to prove that 
the two boys were responsible 
for 
what might have been a disastrous 
wreck. 
William Pesterfleld is the son of 
Mr. and Mrs. William Pesterfleld of 
El Toro, and a cousin of Ralph Bus­ 
ter, who is a charge of the county and 
lives at the Pesterfleld home. They 
state that on the afternoon of Sunday, 
I June 2, they were playing along the 
railroad track and reached Galivan 
siding, south of El Toro. The south- 1 
bound train passed them at a good | 


j rate of speed. It struck them that it 
1 would be fun to see the next train, I 
which they knew was due in a few 
minutes, take the siding, which was , 
run up a grade. They say they want­ 
ed to see the train go up that hill, not 
thinking that there was any danger 
I to the train. 
They used a rock to break off the 
lock, which they threw into the grass, 
and turned the switch. They station­ 
ed themselves near the 
place 
and 
waited for the train, which was not 
long in arriving. After the train came 
. to a stop, they made for home. 
The boys have not been brought 
I in as yet. They are still at their home 
i at El Toro.

Thomas J. Conaty, one of the most 
beloved Catholic prelates, will begin 
the tenth year of his service as head 
of the diocese of Monterey and Los 
Angeles. At the beginning of the first 
decade year of his episcopate he will 
see plans completed that will put the 
Catholic church in a position to wel­ 
come the im m igrants who will come 
with the opening of the Panam a ca­ 
nal. 
Since the Panam a canal became a 
certainty Bishop Conaty has been ar­ 
ranging the work of the church so 
feat it would be ready for the future. 
He has acquired property for church­ 
es and young men are studying 
for 
the priesthood in the sem inaries 
of 
both this country and Europe. 
Bishop Conaty already Is famous. 
He came to Los Angeles direct from 
the national capital, where he served 
as president of 
the 
University 
of 
W ashington. 
W hen the bishop came there were 
six city parishes and this num ber has 
been enlarged four times, w ith ten 
parochial schools Instead of three. 
Bishop Conaty established schools 
and placed the high schools and col­ 
le g e s of the diocese on a footing with 
the state institutions. He established 
several institutions, notably the con­ 
vent of the Good Shepherd for 
way­ 
ward girls and the Little Sisters of 
the Poor for indigent aged. 


Word was received here this morn­ 
ing that W illiam E. Parker was dead 
in New York, where he w as operated 
upon recently for kidney trouble. The 
news was not unexpected, for tele­ 
gram s received Monday indicated a 
turn for the worse, and on that day 
his wife started from Los Angeles for 
New York and is now on the way 
there. * 
As a young man and during his resi­ 
dence in this county as an attorney, 
Parker was one of the m ost popular 
and most brilliant young men of the 
county. He was the son of Rev. and 
Mrs. Alex. Parker of Orange, 
Rev. 
Parker being pastor of the Presbyte­ 
rian church of that*place for a quar­ 
ter of a century. 
A fter 
graduation 
from Occidental College, P arker stud* 
T«F1aw in the office of E. E. Keech, 
and practiced here for a time. He was 
m arried to Miss H arriet Nonheroes,

beside his wife and four little 
children, a sister, Mrs. N ettie Robert- 
of Orange.

THE AWAKENING 


The country stands amazed at the 
doings of the 
Republican 
National 
committee. 
“Why how CAN 
they 
do 
such 
things?” has been asked thousands of 
times. 
In California this question comes 
Oftenest from women, who are just 
beginning to get a “look-in-see,” as 
the Chinese say, at the political game; 
hut ninety-nine out of a hundred men 
are equally as unsophisticated as the 
women in this respect. 
Pew people ever dreamed how badly 
boss-ridden this country has been— 
and si ill is except in 
states 
which 
have direct primary laws in force. 
The greatest amazement is caused 
by the equanimity with which leading 
men—governors, congressmen, sena­ 
tors, cabinet officers, even the presi­ 
dent himself—seem to regard the out­ 
burst of indignation on the part of 
the people. 
* 
This is because 
the 
professional 
politicians, and bosses and office hold­ 
ers are used to such proceedings— 
perhaps on a smaller scale, but on the 
same principle, or lack of it,—as those 
witnessed at Chicago. 
But the peo­ 
ple, despite all the agitation of the 
past few years of insurgency, are just 
beginning to awaken to the true situa­ 
tion. 
Just as outrageous things have been 
done, so far as trampling on the politi­ 
cal rights of the people is concerned, 
as the theft of two California 
dele­ 
gates, for instance—done not only in 
the Republican party, but in the Demo­ 
cratic party; not only in the national 
hut in state and county and city or­

At a largely attended meeting of 
the Roosevelt supporters this after­ 
noon Governor Johnson was called 
on for a speech. In responding, he 
declared that today's act makes it 
impossible for Taft to be credited 
with honest 
motives, 
California, 
he said, will refuse to give its elec­ 
toral votes to any man whose nom­ 
ination is obtained through fraud 
and corruption. 
Californian Scores Fraud 
He said that rather than submit 
to such indignities as are 
being 
perpetrated in the name of the Re­ 
publican party, the Republicans of 
California will take the responsi­ 
bility on themselves of repudiating 
any candidate who accepts a nom­ 
ination at the hands of men seated 
through fraud. 
"We are now face to face with a 
fight to prevent the Mexicanization 
of the Republican party," he de­ 
clared amid wild applause.________
